It Tam but fix in Family, 
I will pay my Paſage with the advance upon my mo- 
ney, and find my hundred pounds good 1n the Coun- 
try at laſt. Upon Goeds, well bought and ſorted, there 
is more profit : bur fume money 1s very requifit for 
Trade fake; tor we t:ndit gives Goods a better market ; 
ſo that contidering the great quantity of Goods already 
carried, it were not anaſs at prefenr, it one halt were 
m Money, and the other 11 CGrods. 

Thus in General. Bat it particularly encourages Mer- 
chants. becauſe the proht by advance, 1s feldom lets thett 
50l. (torl. per cent, which 15 very conkderable; and we 
have already got ſome things for returns, as 34295, Fur's, 
W aic-Oic, lebacco, KC.

With the. overpius of the Grain T have, to what / 
want, I furniſh my telf the enſuing Year with two Barrels 
of Mollaſſes, wo of Mear, and rwo of Fiſh, to fave my 
young ilcck ; and procced to clear more Land for Ia:an 
Corn and Oates, and Imploy the other Land to Erg':/l 
W'beat and Barley: A Garden Platz, next the Houſe, 
and an Acrein an Orchard, follow of courſe. And thus 
I end with my ſettlement of a Plantation, leaving the 
Planter to live by his induſtry and encreafe.and make what 
he can of the reit of his five hundred Acres, that tor the 
ſake of this very ferlemeri, 15 in reputation worth,. {re 
times more then it was. _ 

For thoſe that have preater abilities, and aim ar 
better ſettlemients, they have the means in their own 
Hands, and the People of the Country skill enough to 
air\wer their deſires be 1c 1n fne Timber or very goed Brick 
Buildings. Bur for the Poorer fort, that either can bur 
zuit rranſport themſelves, or that are not well able of them- 
ſclves to do that, I ſhall, for the encouragement of ſuch, 
as well as of thoſe thar ſhall affiſt rhem, propoſe my tor- 
mer Meth. 25 ſomewhat better explain'd. 


V. The way the Poorer fort may be tranſported, 
With advantage to the Rich thar hely them, 1s thus ; 

In the firtt place, there are ſuch as are able to rranſport 
themſelves and Families, but are unable to build or ftock 
themſelves when they are there ; others that have not e- 
ugh ro Tranſport themſelves and Fanwultes, and ſuch 
will come under a d:fFerent Conſideration. 

The firit cf rheſe may be entertained in this manner, 
Say I have 5oco Acres, I will ſettle Ten Familzes upon 
them, in way cf V:iJ-pe, and build each an houſe, an 
our-houſe tor Cattle. furniſh every Fannly with Stock ; 
3s four Corrs, two Sows, a corple of Mares, and a yoke 
of Oxcr, with a Town Her/c, Bui! and Boar; Itnd 
them with Tools, and give each their firſt Ground-teed. 
They ſhall cennnue Sever Years, or more, as we agree, 
2t ha; encreaſe, being bourd to leave the Houſes 1 re- 
pair, and a Garden and Orchard, I paying for the Trees, 
» 0 at leaſt rmonty Acres of Land within Fence, and 
117:7r0Ted tO corn and graſs: The charge will come to 
2bour /ixty pounds Englfh for each Family : Art the ſeven 
years end, the Improvement Will be werth, as things 
g0 NOW, 120 /. beſides the value of the excreaſe of the 
Srock, which may be nearas much more, allowing for 
caſualties; efpecially, if the Pcople are honeſt and care- 
ful, cra man be vpon the ſnort hinſelt, or have an Over- 
ſcer ſomerimcs roinſpect them. The charge in the whole 
is 832 /. And the value of ſtock and improvements 24<o /. 
| think 1] have been modeſt in my compuration. Thele 
Faims awe afterwards tit for Leaſes ar fuli Rent, or how 
elſe the Owner ſhall pleaſe te diſpole of them. Alſo the 
Pevple will by this t1me be skilled in the Country, and 
weil provided to ſettle themſelves with ſteck upon ther 
own Land, which fhall be a thouſand Acres thew La:a- 
lord will give them, which 1s one hundred to each Faw2!!y, 
in ſome part of his five thouſand Acres, they only paying 
for the fame ren ſhillings yearly, which is a ſhilling tor 
<2ch Family. | 

- The advantage of this way, 1s chiefly to thoſe that go, 


for as the benefit ſeeing greater, fois the hazard, by los 
or embezlement of ſtock, unle's one were preſent, vr 4 
ailligent and honeſt Overſeer there : Bur thote that dehgr 


going, and have money, and aim to live with moſt Eate, 


cannot do better; for the half encreaſe of the {toc' and 
labour of thoſe Farnilies will ſupply then with, Proviiions; 
fo that rhey need not toyl, in a way, they are perhaps un- 


acquatnred with, fortheir accomodations of lie. 'And i 


halt encreaſe be thought a way too uncertain, it 1nay 
be brought to a certalg value, by payiug a yearly Rent 
tor ſuch itock as foread. | [2% 
"The orher fort of pocr people may be very beneficially 
tranſported vpon theſe terns: . SayL ave 5000 Lcres 
I 'hould fertle as befors, I will give to cache Family 100 
Acres, witch in the whole makes 000 ; andto each Fa- 
mily thirty porcrzels Engliſh, half wu hand, , and har. there, 
Which in the whole comes to 30o!. - Atter tour years are 
expired, im which time they may te cate, andiſn a'g50Jd 
condition, they ſhall each of them pay frve pounds,. 4b 
fo yearly for ever, as a Fee-farm rent ; which: in; the 
whole comes to 50 {. a Year. © Thus a man that buys 
5000 Acres may fecure and ſettle his 4000 Þy -rhe-gutt 
cf one, and in a way, that hazard and mrereit allowed 1ur, 
amounts to at leaſt ten per cent. upon Land ſecurity; be: 
hides the value it puts upon the rett of tne 50007 Heres, 
which will be, for that reafon, really worth thre& times. as 
much 2s before. - In theſe Famihes I propoſe that there by 
at leatt :zwo working hands be{ides the wife, whether torn 
or ieryant ; and that they oblge what they uy ; And (or 
further ſecuriry bind themſelves as ſervants for fome rune; 
that they will ſercle rhe ſaid land accordingly, and when 
they are orice ſeared, their unprovements are ſecurity 
enough tor the Rent. 2 WEIL 
There is yet another expedient, and rhar 13, give To, 
ten Families to00 Acres forever, at a ſmall acknowleage- 
ment, and fettle them in way cf Village, as before ; Þy 
their ſeating thus, the Land taken up 1s ſecured from 0- 
ers, becauſe the 922tbod of the Country 1s an{wered- 
and the value ſuch a fertlemeut gives to rhe reit xeſerved, 
iz n0t inconſiderable ; I mean.the 4000 Avres ; EC pegially 
that which is Contiguous: For their Coi/gren when 
grown 1Þ, and Handicrafts wil ſoon cover ro fix next 
them, and {uch after ſettelnents beg.anng at an [rproved 
Rene in Fee, or jor Ong Leaſes, on {mail Acknewledge- 
ments, ard good Ihnprovements, mutt advance the whole 
conliderably. I conceive any of theic methods to ulue 
ina ſufficient advantage to Aaverrurers, and they all Five 
£00d encouragement to feeble at:zd poor Families. Now I 
know tome think this looks a little hard upon the People 
that are to pay the ſaid Rent, the thing that is muſt con- 
trary to my inclinations, ©s well as dengn uv waking this 
propoſal. Bur 1 am of another min ; for in Ire.a»d, 
money hears the Intereſt of ex per cent : Thirty pounds 
then, will deſerve three pounds a Year, three Yea: s [n- 
terelt makes N:ze pormncls. The toc Acres ſurveyed and 
Patented are worth eight pounds art leait, tor that is one 
of the lowelt prifes Parchaſcrs fell again at. The Interett 
of this eight pounds ſor threo Years at ten per cent, 18 
E:ght and forty [5441gs ; there is alto three ſhillings for 
three years rent. Now pur the thrity, rne nine, the eight 
and the two pounds eight flullings, and the three ſhillings 
together, and rhere will be forry 17e pounds eleven ſhil- 
(ings, which warts but wwelve ſhillings of fifty pounds, 
and you advance no more then money does in lre/a:d, 
that 15 nzerer home, and_anumprov'd Councry. To which 
add, rhe hazard that 's Run, um this way, above a double 
Bond for the payment of rhe hiry pounds in Irelnd; for 
if rhe ſaip periſh, my money 1s gone, it the man or work- 
ing hands Dye, I have a Charge inttead of a Revenue that 
will tollow me 5 which plainly evidences that rhe pro- 
potitzon 1s ng grievous , but reifonuble and charitable 
tos, and efpectally when we Cortider that Sixty five.

There 5; an cafier and letter proviſion to ve made 
there jor Poſterity, eſpecially of ſuch as are mot of 
grear Subſtce. Tnever thought, but mere Trades would 
do as well here as there, but when People bave gaur'd 
fomerhing here by their ingenuity and Toyl, fay 1000 /. 
how - much Land will that buy here, and how much 1t1- 
com will that ferch;” perhaps 50 L per Ann. on Bond, or 
40 in Land, which at 105. bythe Acre, comes to tour- 
icore Acres. This, tobring up fiveChildren, Feed, Coat, 
School, and Portion gem, will be very ſcanty 5 bur then, 
what will this do to Eftate their Children, and fo forward. 

Now in Amerzca, a thouſand Pounds diſcreetly laid 
out, is an Exchequer to a Family. I will ſuppoſe Thave 
one hundred Pounds in Land, which contains 3oc o Acres. 
1his I ftock, to half increaſe, for 360 L upon this half 
mncreaſe I live well, till my Children, are of age. By this 
tine at lealt, the Tennants Term is up, and I place my 
Children in thoſe Tenements, with a proportion of ttock, 
without Portions or Rents to pay : Eacihas 500 Acres, 
belides my ive hundred after my deceaſe. It each of 
them have five Children, there 1s an indred Acres ap!ece 
for them, belides the 520 Acres 1 leave them ; and 1t any 
take to Trades, the rett have the more Land. By this 
tine, an hundred Acres may be reaſonably preſum'd to 
b= wort 25 much as a 1000 was 1 their Fathers time, 
and it nut advaice yet : Ail unprov'd Countries teach 
us this. Now this is a way of putting people unto the 
nataral Channel of liteto wity 27:ca/rwurc, and of Adjour- 
ning care for poſteriy tothe Fourth Generation. Let it 
b= remembred that there is bur 360 /, expcnded of the 
1-20 1. fothar tro earry meand my Family, and ſettle us 
in fone proportion tv our Degree, 4s alſo to Traffck and 
encreaſe portions, there relts 540 [. now it a 10004.
